FOR BETTER REGULATION 


Smudge-weary Ontario citizens scored a victory Tuesday 
night when they got the city council to introduce an ordinance 
which will outlaw the nine obsolete smudge pots and completely 
outlaw smudging in residential zones of the city. 

That in itself is a step forward after 40 years of chocking 
on orchard heater fumes and the stench of citrus-dominated 
politics of the prior city administrations. 

However, the ordinance, granting that it is adopted, will 
only be a small step forward unless similar action is taken by 
the City of Upland and/or the county board of supervisors. 

References throughout the hearings Monday and Tuesday 
night were made to the large amount of black smudge which 
comes from north of Ontario and from the east can only mean 
that similar anti-smudge restrictions must be approved and 
enforced. 





These references should be the tipoff for the Upland city 

council and for the board of supervisors to get busy and start 
working on ordinances to stop air pollution by careless growers 
in other areas. 
- © Until some such legislation has become county-wide in its 
scope, the Daily News-Herald will continue to print the small 
reminder on its front page (see below) to encourage council- 
men and supervisors that the health of their constituents is 
more important than buttering up the citrus growers, 

The smudge reminder will run in the spring, in the sum- 
mer, in the autumn and into the winter until some satisfactory 
action is taken to combat smudge.

LUCKMAN RESIGNS AS LEVER CHIEF 

NEW YORK (UP)—Charles Luckman, who ks as @ soap 
salesman at 21 and played a major part in putting Lux, Lifebouy and 
Pepsodent into millions of American homes, resigned as president of 
Lever Brothers Co. at the age of 40 yesterday because of a disagree- 
ment with the European owners. 


ORDER CHRYSLER WORKERS TO STRIKE 

DETROIT (UP)—The CIO United Auto Workers yesterday order- 
ed 90,000 Chrysler corporation employes to begin a nationwide strike 
next Wednesday unless a satisfactory pension and insurance agree- 
ment is reached. In a move to bring nearly seven months of negotia- 
tions to a climax, UAW Chrysler Director Norman Matthews an- 
nounced that Chrysler's $100 monthly pensions offer was “totally 
inadequate and unacceptable.” 


WALLACE ADVISED AGAINST CHIANG 

“WASHINGTON (UP)—Former Vice President Henry A. Wal- 
lace advised the lat- President Roosevelt in 1944 that Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek lacked the “intelligence or political strength to run 
postwar China,” it was disclosed yesterday. The advice was contained 
in # “summary report” which Wallace made on 2 visit he made to 
China. 


BELIEVE FLOOD CRISIS PAST 

CHICAGO (UP)—Some 8,000 lowlanders fled by mule and truck 
from flood waters of the Mississippi river in eastern Missouri yester- 
day, but the Wabash river dropped at embattled Vincennes, Ind., and 
authorities believed the crisis was past. 


JURY OUT IN STROBLE CASE 

LOS ANGELES (UP)—Frightened little ex-pie maker Fred 
Stroble showed his first sign of hope last night when a jury trying 
him for the brutal sex-murder of six-year-old Linda Joyce Glucoft 
was unable to arrive at a verdict after deliberating two hours. Superior 
Judge Charles W. Fricke ordered the jury locked up for the night 
when they indicated a verdict probably could not be reached im- 
mediately. Stroble, 67, smiled slightly as he was led away to his 
county. jail cell.

MAHANOY CITY, Pa. (UP)—Rescue crews yesterday reached 
the crushed body of a young miner after chipping through a solid 
wall of coal in a five-day struggle to save him as they had his brother 
three days earlier. 


NEW STORM HANGS OFF NORTH COAST - 

SAN FRANCISCO (UP)—A new storm hung almost motionless 
800 miles off the California coast last night, as warm light rainfall 
brought three northern California rivers to flood or near-flood stages. 
The weather bureau said that the new storm, described as “intense,” 
was almost stationary, and no new rainfall over northern and cen- 
tral California could be expected before Thursday night.

Hold Smudge 
Control Probe 


REDLANDS (UP) —A state 
legislative committee will hold 
hearings in Los Angeles Feb. 
9 when housewives. farm lead- 
ers and others can give their 
suggestions on how smudge 
and smog can be controlled in 


Southern California. 
With several counties consider- 


ing ordinances to control smudge | 


from citrus groves during cold 
spells, Assemblyman L. Stewart 
Hinckley of Redland said yester- 
day the joint interim committee 
on agriculture would hold the 
hearing concering the smudge and 
smog problems. 

Hinckley is @ member of the 
committee which is chairmanned 
by Assemblyman Thomas Erwin 
of Puente. 

“Because the smudge problem 
affects so many thousands of peo- 
ple and the economy of southern 
California cifrus districts, the leg- 
islature should hold hearings cov- 
ering the entire subject of smudge 
and smog control,’ Hinckley said. 

“Everyone recognizes the unde- 
sirability of excessive smoke of 
any kind, and the hysterical type 
of approach to the problem by 
Wwell-meaing people will not bring 
a solution. 

“It is necessary to go into the 
subject in a thorough and pain- 
staking manner,” Hinckley urged. 
“We should hear from housewives, 
farm leaders, business and labor 
interests to the end that a sound, 
common sense program of smoke 
elimination will be adopted.” 

Other members of the subcom- 
mittee include Assemblyman 
George Clarke of Planada, George 
Butters of Imperial, and Senators 
Ben F. Hulse, Imperial, and Brad- 
ford Crittenden,. Stockton. 

In Los Angeles the county board 
of supervisors. instructed the 
county counsel to draft @ pro- 
posal for submission to the state 
legislature asking statewide con- 
trol of smudge. 

Chairman William A. Smith, de- 
clared that despite Los Angeles 
county’s own corrective steps, 
homes were plagued with smudge 
from other counties.

Senate Passes 
Oleo Tax Repeal 


WASHINGTON (UP) — The 
senate last night passed the house- 
approved bill to repeal the federal | 
oleo tax after snowing under re- | 
peated efforts to riddle the mea- | 
sure with civil rights and excise 
tax cut amendments. 

The vote was 56 to 16. 

It would erase the 10-cents-a- 
pound federal tax on colored mar- 
garine and the quarter-cent levy | 
on the white product, effective | 
July 1 this year. It also would eli- 
minate special handling and lic- 
ense fees. 

The taxes have been 
64 years. 

The measure now goes to a 
joint house-senate conference 
committee to iron out differences 
between the house and _ senate 
versions. 

The bill would not affect the 
sale of colored oleo in 16 states | 
which outlaw the product. Three | 
states also tax both white and | 
yellow margarine. Three others 
tax only the white variety.

NO NEW PRINCIPLE 

The principle of infra-red waves 
‘is not a new device having been 
discovered in 1800 by Sir William 
Herschel, in the past few years 
more and more applications have 
been found for them and today 
they do such things as dehy- 
drate fruits and vegetables, dry 
fresh paint on automobiles in a 
few minutes time and relieve the 
pains of sinus to mention a few. 

The use of infra-red rays to 
combat frost was discovered by 
Prof..Arthur W. Farrell and his 
associates at Michigan State Col- 
lege. The college has since turned 
over the frost dispellers for pro- 
duction to the Evans Product Com- 
(pany of Plymouth, Mich. 

The frost dispeller stands on a 
tripod of steel pipe. Rising from 
this, like a chimney, is a hollow 
tube of sheet steel. Topping the 
chimney is a shiny, pie shaped re-

FROM SAME WELL

| A Chino rancher has dis- 
covered a method using a well 
not only us a source of water 


supply but also for fuel to heat 
his house. 

A. Roy Moore conceived the 
idea of trapping the natural 
gas which forces the water out 
of the ground and utilizing: it. 
To do this he erected a 50-gal- 
len tank directly over the well 
and equipped it with an over- 
flow midway up the side to 
maintain water level. 

The gas rising to the top is 
carried to the house by means 
of a galvanized tube. Pres- 
sure is controlled by a float in 
the tank which also serves as a 
safety valve.

The dispeller can be adjusted to 
cover an area of 20 fruit trees and 
is light enough so that it can be 
moved about easily.

All there 
is to do is start the pump and 
light a match and in a period of 
10 minutes the rays are blazing 
away. It combats cold as low as 
24 degrees.

One of the shots fired by Gor- 
don was found in Glavin’s abdo- 
men. However, it was the bullet 
tired by Glavin’s own gun that 
caused his death, according to

State Education Official Addresses 
Board of CCPT in San Francisco 


“Problems of excess growth in school districts and how 
to meet them financially, will be one of the import 


ant education 
Frank Wright, Assistant Super- 
State Department of Education, 


Managers, California Congress 
of Parents and Teachers, at the 
| January meeting in San Fran- 
cisco. 

The problem arises from the 
present law which says that a 
school district shall receive State 
money on the basts of its A.D.A. 
(average daily attendance) of the 
previous year. “Some of our dis- 
tricts have doubled their 
enrollment in a few months’ time, 
and we have to educate these chil- 
dren when we have them,” Mr. 
Wright emphasized. In conclusion, 
he stated, “we will have to de- 
vise some means of apportioning 
money so that it is available at 
the time the children are there!” 
_Mr. Wright's discussion and ex- 
planation of present school fin- 
ance, its weaknesses and its most 
pressing needs, was one “way in 
which members prepared them- 


selves td evaluate pertinent sos>s- } 


lation which is expected to be in- 
troduced at the special legislative 
session in March.
